All Roses flourish best when planted in good, rich, 
well-drained soil in an open sunny location, but shel- 
tered from north winds. They should be in beds or bor- 
ders by themselves where roots of neighboring trees or 
shrubs will not penetrate or rob the soil. Make the hole 
deep (10 to 12 inches) and be sure that the plant is set 
low enough so that the bud union (graft) is about 1 
inch below the surface of the ground. As you take each 
plant from the packing, soak the roots for several hours 
in water, or better yet dip them for a minute in a Ra- 
Pid-Gro solution, then plant as above recommended, 18 
inches apart. Roots should be spread out naturally, the 
soil pressed very firmly around them, then water thor- 
oughly. Prune back tops to within 4 to 6 inches of the 
ground when planting, and cover entire plant with earth 
to prevent drying of wood and buds, earth protection 
to be gradually removed after the buds begin to grow. 
Good cultivation and thorough watering during dry peri- 
ods are essential to success. In early summer before the 
weather becomes hot, it is well to cover the bed with 
two inches of Natural Peat (see page 23), or an inch 
of Gro-Mulch (see page 16).

Teas, Polyantha and Floribunda Roses must have winter 
protection, especially in the North. After a sharp frost, 


and around each plant for a distance of 8 to 10 inches, 
then when the ground is frozen down about 2 inches 
cover around the mounds and over them with 6 to 12 
inches of leaves, straw or shredded cornstalks, held 
down with boards. 


Each spring as the Hybrid Teas are uncovered, the 
plants should be trimmed of all wood injured during the 
winter months. Rugosa Roses will require little annual 
pruning except to keep them to the size desired. Climb- 
ing Roses, when once established, should have no .trim- 
ming whatever in early spring except to prune out any 
dead wood. Any extensive trimming to Climbers, that 
you find necessary, should be done immediately follow- 
ing the blooming period.

PLANTING DIRECTIONS FOR SHRUBS 


Any good growing soil is excellent. Spade deeply and work 
down well, as you would tor a garden crop. Keep shrubs 20 to 
25 inches away from the foundation. Set deeply and firmly, the 
larger growing types 24 to 36 inches apart, with dwarf varieties 
12 to 18 inches apart. Trim back the tops to insure quicker, better 
growth, then keep them cultivated the first year or two, watering 
them in the evening during dry spells. After the first year they 
will require little care other than any annual pruning you may 
wish to give them. Each year’s growth will add to the charm of 
your planting, and to the size and quantity of the blooms. 


For Raspberries 


Plant in good growing soil, and for distance apart to plant 
see table below. In planting Black Raspberry tips (l-yr. plants), 
set them so tip (bud in center of mass of roots) is covered no 
more than one inch deep, using care not to break this tip. Too 
deep planting will smother tip. Tamp soil firmly around the 
roots. Black Raspberry transplants (2-yr. plants) and Red Rasp- 
berries should be planted | to 2 inches deeper than they were 
in the nursery. Cut back all raspberries as soon as planted to 
within 6 inches of the ground. Use shallow cultivation, then 
early in June mulch heavily with straw or grass clippings. The 
wood which fruited this year should be cut out after the last 
picking and burned, leaving a few vigorous new canes to grow 
for fruiting the following year. Trim back the ends of the canes 
about one-third early in the spring of each year, and spray just 
before new growth starts with lime sulphur or Bordeaux mixture. 


For Strawberries 


Plant Strawberries in good rich, well-drained soil; the crown 
of the plant when set should be at the surface of the ground 
(too deep planting will smother). Tamp the earth firmly around 
the roots, leaving a thin layer of loose soil at the top of the 
ground to prevent baking. Remove all young leaves. It will pay 
to water each plant thoroughly atter planting. For distance apart 
to set plants, see table below. It will take about 8,000 spring 
bearing plants to the acre, or 10,000 everbearing plants. Keep 
ground clean and well cultivated. It is best to keep blossoms 
and runners on the everbearing varieties pinched off until the 
middle of July. In late fall when the ground is frozen down an 
inch or two, cover with clean straw, leaves or shredded corn- 
stalks, and do not uncover too early in the spring. 


See handy Table showing distance apart to plant fruit trees. In setting your 
trees, follow closely the drawings on this page, being careful to set deeply and 
firmly in good soil, then prune the top back severely. The ideal place for small 
fruits such as raspberries, is between the rows of fruit trees, they will then both 
get the shallow cultivation that means best success.

For Grapes 
CARE AND PRUNING 


Plant grapes deeply and firmly in good, rich soil about 6 to 8 
ft. apart. Annual and careful pruning is essential to the produc- 
tion of good grapes, this pruning to be done between November 
and March while the vines are entirely dormant. In training to 
wires, the first wire should be about 3 ft. from the ground, the 
second 5$ ft. from the ground, with two branches growing out from 
the central stock on both wires, one in each direction.

PLANTING HEDGES 


Dig one side of the trench straight and plant 
against it to get a straight hedge. 


Dig trench twelve inches deep or more, to 


receive the roots without crowding, and set 
the plants deep enough so that the lower 
branches will be slightly covered with the earth 
when filled in. Pack good garden soil firmly 
around the roots, leaving a thin layer of loose 
earth at the surface to prevent baking. Prune 
tops severely to insure compact and even 
growth. 


How to Grow Perennials 


Plant in good, rich, well drained ground that has 
been prepared the same as you would for any garden 
crop. The drawing above shows the proper depth for 
the various types of perennials. No. l, such as the 
Iris, should be planted with the main root just below 
the surface of the ground. No. 2, such as the Peonies, 
should be planted with the eyes or buds not more 
than 2 inches below the surface. No. 3, the fibrous-— 
rooted type, should be planted with the crown just 
even with the ground level, not below. No. 4, such as 
the Hollyhock, Lupine and Hibiscus, should be plant- 
ed with the bud just below the surface, and the root 
tuber extending straight down. Set the low and medi- 
um growing perennials 8 to 12 inches apart, the taller 
ones 18 to 24 inches apart. The more shallow culti- 
vation you give them with the hoe, the better they 
will be and the more attractive your garden. During 
dry periods they should be given plenty of moisture, 
especially until well established. A light covering of 
straw, leaves or other coarse litter placed over the 
bed in late fall when the ground is frozen 2 inches 
down, will insure safety, and do not uncover too early 
in the spring.

HOW TO BUY AND GROW FERRIS' EVERGREENS SUCCESSFULLY 


Important Rules We Urge You to Follow. 1. Examine the trees at oxpress, freight or 
truck office, and call any damage to the attention of the agent at once, as all trees 
are in perfect condition when they leave the nursery. 


2. Have your ground ready for planting by the time the trees arrive. It should be 
good growing soil such as you would use for a corn crop or garden, and prepared 
in much the same manner. If there is sod where you wish to plant, strip this sod to 
a width of 1 ft. greater than the spread of the tree, planting the trees in the center 
of the space. Thoroughly work and pulverize the soil from which the sod has been 
stripped. 


Expose Roots To The Air As Little As Possible. 3. Always plant as soon as the trees 
reach you. Do not expose the roots to the air. When you have everything ready to 
plant, unpack the shipment, putting the roots of each iree into a pail or tub of water 
and soak thoroughly, then plant at once. 


Plant Deeply And Firmly. 4. Plant deeply and firmly, spreading the roots out in their 
natural positions, and press the soil around each tiny root. Evergreens should be 
planted from 2 to 6 inches deeper than they were in the nursery row, depending on 
the size of the tree. At the top of the ground, leave a little loose soil to prevent the 
ground from baking. Several days after planting, and after any severe wind or 
heavy rain during the first season, once more stamp the ground with extreme firm- 
ness around the roots. 


5. Start cultivation at once; cultivate well and often during the growing seasqn. 
This should be done for the first 2 years. Evergreens will not thrive or give best re- 
sults in a weed patch. If you cannot cultivate, give them a very heavy mulching of 
well-rotted straw or old sawdust as soon as your trees are planted.

Water Well. 6. If you are having dry weather at planting time, you should water 
evergreens thoroughly about every other evening until you get a soaking rain. Do 
this through all dry spells for the first year or two. This is especially necessary in 
foundation plantings of ornamental evergreens, where the trees get a strong teflec- 
tion from the sun and the ground dries more readily. Evergreen trees act as an um- 
brella over the ground where their roots are planted, so they require considerable 
more moisture than shrubs or shade trees. Oftentimes after heavy rains the roots 
which are directly under the umbrella-like branches of an evergreen remain dry. 


7. See to it that your young grove is securely fenced when planted, regardless of 
locality. Nothing is more injurious to young evergreens than livestock in the yard to 
trample them down. 


8. For individually Wrapped Specimens. Remove all of the packing material, 
soak the roots very thoroughly, and plant at once, following closely Rules 1 to 6. 


9. For Seedling Evergreens. Plant them in a garden plot or in beds for the first 
two years, following the same directions we give in 3, 4 and 5, but setting them 8 
or 10 inches apart. A partial shade through the first summer is always beneficial, 
and give them plenty of moisture during dry periods. 


10. For Balled and Burlapped Evergreens. Dig a hole about twice the size of 
your ball, and plant the tree at once. If the ground is dry at planting time fill the 
hole with water, and let it soak away before putting in the tree. Take care to han- 
dle the tree carefully so as not to break the ball, place it in the hole so that the tree 
will be a few inches deeper than it had been in the nursery, then cut the burlap 
at the top of the ball, rolling it back for 3 or 4 inches. Plant ball, burlap and 
all, using good growing soil to pack around the ball, and be sure to pack this 
firmly.

HOW TO PLANT VINES 


Dig a large hole, filling in with good rich garden soil (too often close to the founda- 
tion the soil is very poor), then set the vines deeply, packing the earth firmly around their 
roots. With Clematis, the crowns should be about 3 inches below the surface. Cut the tops 
back to within a few inches of the ground. Keep well watered, especially until established. 
Be sure to tie the new growth of Clematis to support as soon as it develops—do not allow 
to lie on the ground.
